Portsmouth. N. H., Aug. 23.—The prospect 
ot peace does not improve. What passed 
today in the conference gave it no help. 
Even the formalities which were expected 
to go smoothly were not completed. After 
the formality of approving and signing the 
protocols today the Japanese plenipotentia- 
ries laid on the table formally the proposition’ 
concerning the indemnity and the cession of 
Sakhalin, which they had before submitted 
informally. ‘There was some discussion, but 

no action except to adjourn till Saturday. 

We have not taken one single step in 
advance,“ says one personagefof authority. 
The Japanese proposal is only our old ene- 
my in another uniform. He is just as much 
our enemy as before. They will allow us 
to purchase or repurchase Sakhalin or part 
of Sakhalin. They put upon the goods they 
thus offer for sale the price they asked for 
war expenses, or what we understood they 
asked.“ 


Japan's Price Is High. 

Upon my interruption with the question, 
what that price was, he anewered: 

**I cannot tell you the price. I do not know 
that they have absolutely fixed the price 
themselves. But the sum they want from 
us exceeds £100,000,000 ($500,000,000), and is 
less than £200,000,000 ($1,000,000,000), We 
shall not pay it.“ 

Would you pay part?” 

Hke the Japanese. They want too much; put 
this I will say. They have not made their 
war indemnity payment easier to us by dis- 
guising it as purchase money for an island 
which belongs to us. Is there anybody in the 
wide. world so foolish that he would not 
know we were paying a war indemnity if we 

bought Sakhalin, as they propose, at a 
fantastic price? Any price within measura- 
ble distance of the sum they want would be 
fantastic.” 

I asked whether Russia's refusal was final. 

We have not refused. We are no longer 
here to refuse or accept. Our mission as 
plenipotextiaries is ended. It is for St. Pe- 
tersburg to refuse or accept.”

Submarine. 


QUITS FICTION FOR FACT, 
Employed by Holland Boat Com-

Application. 


New York, Aug. 23—{Special.}—“ That is 
the most improbable story I ever read,” @ 


The story did look a bit improbabie, but 
just the same it is no idle fancy. Robertson 
has been paid a fortune for only one of the 
ideas embodied in his little piece of fiction. 
He told of a queer craft that would ron 
tionize warfare, that would sink twenty sul- 
marine boats in a minute and make the now — 
dreaded ships of war no more to be feared 
than a common washtub. 

That is the last story Robertson ever will 
write unless his mind is completely changed. 
He is now connected with a submarine boat 
company that manufactures the Holland sub- 
marine torpedo boat. It is said he got $50,000 
in cash for the idea that first appealed to the 
Holland company’s officials, an idea he bad 
developed to go in the magazine story, with- 
| out any thought of practical application. 


From Fiction to Fact. 
From now on the fiction writer will de 
vote all his energies to putting his literary 
creations into the form of practical inven- 
tions.

Neither Assured Nor Hopeless. 

. The shortest bulletin of the conference 
since bulletins began was issued at 4 o’clock 
this afternoon. It said: 

At today’s sitting of the conference the 
protocols were signed in due form, after 
which the conference adjourned till Satur- 
day.“ 

Three days. The signature ot the pro- 
tocols completes the formal business for 
which the conference reassembied. . Why, 
then, an adjournment, and, above all, why 
an adjournment for three days? Deferring 
the answer to these questions til later; I 
may say at once that the adjournment for 
three days proves two things—first, that 
peace is not assured; second, that it is not 
hopeless. 

It is a critical moment in the conference, 
wilu no sure prospect of an immediate solu- 
tion, and, therefore, a good moment to 
take a survey of the situation and to clear 
up one or two misunderstandings. Of the lat- 
ter, which are many, I confine myself to 
those known, which have been telegraphed 
abroad and therefore likely to mislead Eu- 
ropean opinion. For this is a business in 
which details are important, as they always 
are in diplomacy. | 


Not Roosevelt’s Proposal. 

The same press agency which credited 
President Roosevelt with having proposed 
arbitration to Baron Rosen credits him now 
with having proposed to the Japanese the 
Sakhalin-indemnity combination. The lat- 
ter, like the former, is baseless. The Japa- 
nese plenipotentiaries have taken their stand 
upon intervention. They have asked no ad- 
vice. They have received none, they will ac- 
cept none, except from Tokio, and advice 
from Tokio is equivalent to instruction. They 
have used the interval between the sittings 
of the conferences to ask permission to re- 
state their proposed bases of agreement. 
They have never wavered in their conviction 
that their original proposals were such as 
Japan was entitled to demand and such as 
Russia might have accepted without loss of 
dignity or honor, and such as she ought to 
have accepted. | 

But the Japanese are, above all other 
things, practical men of affairs, They want 
peace. If they did not want peace when they 
accepted the president’s invitation to the 
conference, or when they came tg Ports- 
mouth, they want it now—e genuine peace— 
that is, not as I sald, or rather as they said 
yesterday, not a truce. They became con- 
vinced the Russians would not yield on the 
four demands embodied in articles 5, ®, 10, 
and 11, and they reverted to the means long

Board of Review, After Argument, 
Adds $53,000 to Valuation. 


An increase of $53,000 in the assessment of 
the IMmols Tunnel company was ordered by 
the board of review yesterday, after all the 
arguments and testimony offered by the city 
had been heard. This raise, which is de- 
scribed as paltry by the city law department. 
is the result of the effort to have the assess- 
ment increased between $6,000,000 and $16,-

_ ‘Accept Figures of City Expert. 

In making the increase the board of re- 
view accepted the figures of the city’s ex- 
pert, John Cox, a construction engineer, se- 
cured by Mr. Lewis to make an estimate on 
the value of the tunnel construction and 
equipment after the commission of engineers, 
which recently made a report on the tun- 
nel to the commissioner of public works, had 
failed to appear at the board hearing. 

Mr. Cox estimated the value of the track- 
age in the tunnel at $102,000, and the value 
of the cars and motors at $2,340. The ex- 
pert who had made the estimates for the 
board had reached a total of $75,000 for this 
equipment and trackage. The reviewers ac- 
cepted the city’s figures and raised the as- 
sessment $30,000 on this showing. 

The remainder of the increase was made 
on the showing by Treasurer J. C. Law that 
the company had $22,000 in bank. This 
statement of finances was accepted as an 
additional fact and the sum was added to 
the total. The original assessment was $455, - 
000, but at the beginning of the hearing the 
company agreed to $500,000. This, with the 
$53,000 added, brings the total to $553,000 
and leaves the rest of the question. up to the 
state board of equalization. 

The position of the reviewers, in which 
they were sustained by County Attorney 
Sheppard, was that the tunnel company does 
not possess the construction of the tunnel, 
but that they have merely the right to use 
it. They held that the company could not 
remove the construction and had only the 
rental of it for a term of years, after which 
time it reverted to the city, 

State Board Must Decide Case. 

Whatever tax the company should pay for 
the right to use the tunnel, according to 
the reviewers, was the duty of the state 
board to determine. The tracks and equip- 
ment in the funnel are personal property, 
the reviewers held. i.

PRIEST ON TRACK STOPS 
WHILE ARCHBISHOP PREACHES. 


Father John Wilms Employs Desper- 
ate Means to Keep Trains from 


Noisily Rushing by Church. 


Putsburg. Aug. 23.—[Special. }—Stand- 
ing in the middle of the railroad track, with 
his arms folded across his breast, Father 
John Wilms, director for the United States 
of the Society of Holy Childhood, held up 
traffic on the Pennsylvania road last night 
so that passing trains would not interrupt the 
address of Archbishop Francis Albion Symon 
at St. Stanislaus’ Roman Catholic chyrch 
(Polish). | 

The church, which stands at Twenty-first 
street and the Pennsylvania tracks, was 
crowded to the doors, while the prelate talked 
on what was being accomplished by the Poles 
in this country. Every minute or twoa train 
on the Pennsylvania would dash past and 
the voice of the speaker would be drowned 
by the noise. 

Finally Father Wilms left the church. A 
few minutes afterwards the passing of the 
trains ceased and the bishop continued his 
address without further interruption.

MAY INDICT MAYOR ROSE 


GAMBLING INVESTIGATION CLOS- 
ING IN ON MILWAUKEE MAN. 


Though His Policy Differed from 
That of Executive, He Did Not In- 
sist on Having His Way—Alleged 
Hight Resorts Were Allowed to Run 
Open and That Other Applicants 
Were Refused. | et 


Milwaukee, Wis., Aus. 23,—-[Special.]—The 


grand jury gambling investigation has taken 
a sensational turn, and indictments against 
several big city officials are expected when 
the next report is made. 

Inquiry is being directed especially against 
Chief of Police Janssen and Mayor Rose. 
Mayor Rose’s policy has been to allow 
eight gambling houses to operate wide open. 
While opposed to this policy, Chief Janssen 
has not interfered, because under the city 
charter the mayor is the head of the police 
department. 

„ Sheriff Spoils Police Plans. 

Some time ago Sheriff Cary began to raid 
the slot machines in the county, and whep 
last week the gambling houses were raided 
under the direction of District Attorney Mo- 
Govern it generally was understood to be the 
plan of the grand jury to get after the city 
administration. Even friends of the mayor 
say they expect the jury to indict him, 80 as 
to discredit him. 

In this connection a number of witnesses, 
mostly bartenders in saloons run in connec- 
tion with gambling houses, have been sum- 
moned. It also has leaked out that on last 
Friday, when District Attorney McGovern 
made his raid, he interfered with the plans 
of the police department. 

A well known manufacturer is said to have 


lost $55,000 in a gambling house. The police 


made a demand that the money be returned, 
but the gamblers refused. Janssen, it is 
said, intended to raid the gamblers at 11 
o’clock last Friday, but two hours before 
that time McGovern made his raid. 


| Aldermen’s Friends “Thrown Down.” 


Among the witnesses before the grand jury 
today was Peter Pringle, a former member of 
the detective force, who was discharged in 
1889, After he left the department he start- 
ed a saloon over which a gambling room was 
conducted. He told the jury how gambling 
is regulated by the police. 

Another witness was Ald. Fitzgerald, 
chairman of the committee on police. Some 
years ago friends of Fitzgerald tried to 
start a poolroom and gambling house on the 
west side. Fitzgerald went to the mayor 
and also to the police for permission for his 
friends, and was told they would not permit 
more resorts to run. In spite of this Fitz- 
gerald's friends tried to open up, and were 
promptly raided and put put of business. 


Gambling Combine Is Alleged. 

Mayor Rose gave una reason: fog these and 
others who tried to run and were shut down 
that there must be a limit to the number of 
the resorts. Others, however, declare there 
is a trust, and persons not in the combine 
cannot run gaming places. Several other 
witnesses told what they knew about gam- 
bling, and especially about paid protection.

Wasbington, D. C., Aug. [Special. 1 
Frederick A. Peckham, indicted for com- 
plicity in the department of agriculture cot- 
ton reports scandal, was arrested in Sara- 
toga, N. Y., today and arraigned before 
United States Commissioner Charles M. 
Davidson, who ordered an adjournment of 
examination until tomorrow morning. In 
Gefault of $12,000 bail, Peckham was lodged 
in jail at Ballston. 

F. A. Peckham, who is a New York broker, 
has been one of the most conspicuous figures 
in the investigation of the cotton report 
leakage. His indictment, is the first which 
has me known in connection with the 
sensational developments growing out of the 
charges against the integrity of the govern- 
ment cotton statistics. 


Charge Is Conspiraty. 
It is understood that his arrest was made 
on a bench warrant issued by Chief Justice 
Clabaugh of the Supreme court of the District 
of Columbia for alleged conspiracy to de- 
fraud the government in connection with the 
cotton crop report of the department of agri- 
culture. The fact of the issuance of the in- 
dictment had carefully been kept secret in 
this city. 
Mr. Peckham's name has been associated 
closely with Moses Haas of New York, and 
beth of them declined to testify before the 
grand jury here. Secretary Wilson reported 
that L. C. Van Riper of New York said that 
Haas acted as a gobetween in conveying in- 
formation from Holmes, the dismissed asso- 
ciate statistician, to other New York brokers. 
Correspondence betweer. Holmes and brokers 
found by the secret service agents contained 
the initial P, which is said to have been the 
way in which Holmes referred to Peckham. 


Had Relations with Holmes. 

According to the report of Secretary Wilson 
on the investigation he made, Holmes admit- 
ted that he and Peckham had close relations, 
were at one time associated in a business 
venture in which Holmes was to have an 
interest equal to the sum of $6,000, which he 
was to receive as a gift from the other mem- 
bers of the firm.” 

Secretary Wilson said that Mr. Holmes ad- 
mitted that when he had occasion to visit 
New York he frequently found that his hotel 
bills were paid by Peckham or Van Riper. 
Secretary WHhson’s report charged Holmes 
with communicating advance information 
to Van Riper and Moses Haas of New York. 

The names of any others indicted in connec- 
tion with Peckham on the conspiracy charge 
havé been withheld. ee

How far the president went is not known, 
but it may be stated on excelient authority 
that the attitude he has adopted is about as 
follows: 

It is in the 0 006 not only ot Russia 
and Japan, but ot the whole world that there 
should be peace. The neutral powers have 
the right, consequently, to express their 
views in connection with the impending 
peace negotiations, without giving offense to 
the belligerents. There are four points upon 
which it is apparently impossible for the two 
governments to agree. It is useless and 
wicked for the war to continue. Russia, 
handicapped by distance, can never hope to 
regain the ground she has lost; Japan has 
won all she sought at the beginning of hostil- 
ities, and while it is probable she would add 
to her long list of victories, she would run a 
risk without sufficient compengation in sight.
